A TRIPLE HANGING, 

LEBANON, Pa., May 13.—Very few people were 
admitted to the jail yard this morning to witness 
the execution of Brandt, Humel, and Wise for 
the murder of Raber, in order to obtaig the 
amount of insurance. The entire morning was 
taken up with religiods services. The Rey. 
George Trabert and the Rev. J. F. 8 Shants at 
tended upon Brandt and Humel. The Revs. 
Israel Hay and Ezekiel Light gave spiritual con- 
solation to Wise, 

At 10:15 a. m., Wise gave notice to the Deputy 
Sherif? that he was ready. He left his cell pre- 
ceded by clergymen and ascended the steps to 
the scaffold, bearing himself firmly and with a 
smile upon his countenance, He made the fol- 
lowing statement: What 1 have to say is that 
all are guilty. I testified in court and confessed 
all about it, and how Humel got in. Thatis all 
I have to say.” 

The Rey. Mr. Hay prayed, and sung the fa- 
miliar hymn in German, “There ig a tountalin 
filled with blood.” At the conclusion of the 
hymn Brandt and Humei were brought out, ae- 
companied by the Deputy Sheriff and the clergy- 
men. The men were all clad in dark suits, 
with boutonierre of smilax and lilies of the val- 
ley, presented by their friends, The gallows was 
the same upon which Drews and Slichier were 


hanged. 

An impressive scene took place upon the gal- 
lows previous to the execution. Deputy-Sherif 
Denniger, the clergymen, Sheriff Crall, and his 
assistants went upon the scaffold and shook 
hands with the culprits, each of whom thanked 
the Sheriff for his kindness during their incar-

THIRD TERN IN THE CHICAGO OONVER- 


No man can foretell with any degree of 
certainty just what the result of the Chicago 


will not have a Majority of the delegates 
from a single Republican State, unless tt 
be Perninsytvanta, Where the State Conven- 
tion was barely carried by the power of the 
Cameron fémily away back in February, 
jong before there was an opportanity for 
estimating the full force of the opposition to 
the third-term issue. 

States like Kentucky and Missouri, which 
will give the Democrati¢ candidate majori- 
ties ranging all the way from 60,000 to 100,000, 
may come to Chicago “solid” for a third 
term, but such influence, negative and malign 
at the best, will be stunned by the over- 
whelming opposition of the Republican 
States. The Republican Natichal Conven- 
tion has a higher pufpose than that of Am- 
ply counting noses, in which Demderatie 
noses shall be employed to outblow Re 
publican noses. Its mission is to de 
termine What candidate of leah fec 
ord and Republican principles will 
be most likely to receive a major- 
ity of the Electoral votes. It will 
be a betrayal of party trust to permit Demo- 
cratic States and Democratic’ constituencies 
to dictate the choice of candidates, and thus 
subject them to the peril 6f defeat. No Re- 
pubHeans are in favor ot such a course ex- 
cept those who aspire to be the spoils-pur- 
veyors of the Administration and are o 
wise indifferent to the result of the election, 
—except those determined to rule or ruin. 
Look at the field. New York is a Demo- 
cratic State, three elections out of four, and, 
under the best circumstances, is a very doubt- 
ful State. There the machine,“ run by Conk- 
ling, secured “ State-sovereignty” instrie- 
tions for Grant, agaigst which there is a vix- 
orous protest and heavy kicking in the Re 
publican districts. Pennsylvania is a Re- 
publican State, and Don Cameron’s ma- 
chine” availed itself of a bare and bogus 
majority of twenty in the State Convention 
to disfranchise the anti-third-term sentiment 
of the State, which, according to the ma- 
chine showing, includes nearly one-half of 
the Republican districts, and, as a matter of 
fact, represents the bulk of the Republican 
voters. All the later indications are that the 
anti-third-termers in many districts will in- 
sist upon their proper representation, and ob- 
tain it. 

All the other States which are naturally 
Republican, or which the Republicans can 
reasonably hope to carry, are overwhel ming 
ly opposed to third-termism. 

Of the four Conventions held this week, 
Michigan, Nevada, and West Virginia are 
solid against the third-term candidate, and 
thé Democratic rottén-borough of Florida 
alone indorsed him. The anti-third-term 
sentiment in the powerful State of Michigan 
Convention was so unanimous and emphatic 
that a resolution Would havé passed con- 
demning third-termism outright had ſt not 
been suppressed by à desire to avoid the ap- 
pearance of a conflict inside the Republican 


party. 

Nevada has been claimed all along by the 

third-termers with that brassy assumption of 
confidence characteristic of the “ boomers,” 
when they never at any time had the small 
est chance to carry it. As between West 
Virginia and Florida, the former will cast 
ten Votes agalnst Grant in convention, and 
the latter only eight for him. 
The Northwestern States, comprising a 
solid Republican section, Will be almost 
unanimously opposed to the third-term can- 
didate. Ohio, Which ts the only State that 
holds an October election, will cast 44 votes 
agaist him. Indiana, which is the most im- 
portant, because the most doubtful, of the 
Northwestern States, will cast a three-fourths 
vote against him. Iowa will east her N 
votes solid against him. Wisconsin will cast 
19 votes agaifist him, and only one for him. 
Michigan will cast 2 yotes against him. 
Kansas will cast 10 votes against him. 
Though the Conventions have not yet been 
held in Minnesota and Nebraska, it is already 
morally certain that the 16 votes of those two 
States will be cast against third-termism. 
In Illinois, third term will not be able to get 
fairly more than 18 to Wout of the 4 votes, 
ahd the National Convention will not count 
any votes unfairly obtained. Of these 18 
votes which he may possibly receive from 
Illinois, all will come from Democratic dis- 
tricts, with the single exception of the La 
Salle District, which thé thitd-termers have 
secured by cheating and overreaching tac- 
tles. Of the 92 or 24 votes against him, All 
will be supplidd by a Republican State and 
by Republican districts, including the Galena 
District, Where Gen. Grant Ives. 

Of the 206 votes which nine Northwestern 
States, trclirding Iuinom, wttt cast in the 
Chicago Convention, Gen. Grant win not 
recetic more than 20 to 25 Hotes. 

The New England States, as a whole, are 
starcély less reliably Republican than the 
Northwestern States. Admitting Grant 
will have three from Massachusetts, thougn 
this is by no means eertain,—he will not re- 
ceive another vote in the Chicago Convention 
from the six New England States. The 
Maine, New Hampshite, Vermont, Rhode 
Island, and Connecticut delegations are solid 
against him. Of the 8) votes Which the six 
New England States will cast in the Chiea- 
go Convention, Grant will only receive threé 
or four, and there will be 76 or 97 against 
him. 

The Pacific Coast States—California, Ore 
gon. and Nevada—are solid against the third- 
term issue, and their 2 votes in Convention 
will be cast against Grant for a third term. 

These are not estimates, conjectures, of 
guesses. They are facts as to all the Repub- 
lican States which have appointed delegates, 
and. reasonable assurance as to the Iilinots, 
Nebraska, and Minnesota delegates. It may 
be repeated, therefore, that Gen. Grant will 
go into the Chicago Convention asa third-term 
candidate. if at all, without the backing of 4 
single Republican State, except the Penn- 
Sylrania machine shall succeed in dt

THE Dürr. TAX OW Hon. 

The Committee af Ways and Means in 
Congress has progressed so far as to agree 
upon a bill amending the tatiff in a number 
of particulars, and also upon another bill 
amending the tariff in the particular of hoop- 
iron. By an accident in revising the law the 
duty on hoop-iroh was so improperly stated 
that it admitted eut hoops at a less rate than 
hoop-iron; and this bill proposes to reduce 
the duty on cut hoope—hoops eut te length 
and punched, and baid-heops—and sefoll 
iron to 35 per cent ad valorem. The Dill re- 
moves all ambiguity in the present law by 
inaking a new one, fixing a uniform duty 
thereon. The present law imposés a duty of 
1%, 1%, and 1% cents per pound, or $28, 
$83.60, and $89.20 per long ton, on all such 
iron. This the Committee claim is altogether 
excessive; so they report in favor of redue- 
ing the duty to 35 per cent. Then, when the 
price of iron rises, the tax Will raise witn it; 
when thé price of itén falls, then the tax will 
fall in proportion, always leaving the Ameri- 
ean manufacturers, counting tax, freight. 
ete., a margin of 40 per cent difference be- 
tween the price of imported iren and that of 
the domestic. 

Of course there was a protest by the mo- 
nopoly agents of the Conimittee—Garfield, 
Kelley, Conger, Frye, and Dünnell-agalnst 
this reduction; but we submit to the coun- 
try that a tax of 40 per cent on all eompeti- 
tion is about as great 4 burden on the con- 
sumers as ought to de imposed on any civ- 
ilized people at th aay ih the world’s 
progress. A tax ringiig from $28.to $40 per 
ton on hoop and bi iron can hardiy be 
considered as anything but extortionate and 
prohibitory.

The 
tax, gross and infamous as it was, was re- 
pealed, but none of the mantifacturers havé 
closed their shops. They still labor for 
suftertug humanity.

They have been threatening for 
20 years to leave the husiness, let their oper- 
ativés starve, and the country go to ruin, if the 
high tax on iron was disturbed, In 1876 and 
sueceeding that time the priee of irou and 
stebl in this tchuitty was 80 reduced that 
foreign iron Was driven out.

They raised the prices 80 
high that it became cheaper to buy iron 
and steel in Europe, and pay the heavy duties 
on them, than to buy in this couutry. This 
unnatural excitement of the iron market hal 
two inihiediatée results.

sont THIRD-TERM LIES ABOUT THE BOLT 

Some days ago the Indianapolis Journal, 
Which had been conducted intelligently in 
the interests of the Republican party, and 
not blindiy in the interests of a single candi- 
date without reference to the party’s wel- 
fare, was purchased by Mr. New, an offiee- 
holder under Grant, in order to convert the 
paver into a third-term organ. It is not 
strange, thertfote, that the Indianapolis 
Journal should misfepresent the plain facts 
in régard to the bolt of the third-termers 
froin the Cook County Convention. In order 
that other Indiana newspapers and such peo- 
ple in that Stute as ate not familiar with the 
fact that the Indianapolis Journal has been 
bought out by the third-term managers may 
not be deceived by these misrepreserita tions, 
we shall briefly correct the most glaring:

The leading produce markets were rather 
less active yesterday, and less strong. Thoy 
generally opened firm, but mostly eased off to- 
wards noon, and in some cases very little was 
done afterwards. The foreign telegrams were 
favorable to strength in breadstuffs, but there 
were free sellers here of wheat, corn, and oats 
at the advance, and this caused wheat to recede, 
and prevented corn from advancing in sympathy 
with Liverpool. A further rise in lake freights 
also tended to depress the price of grain. Pork 
products were easier, chiefly because of a 
larger supply of hogs at the Stock-Yards 
than was wanted by purchasers. The feel- 
ing in the afternoon was an easy one. 
Mess pork closed 12%c lower, at $10.25@10.27) 
seller June and $10.36@10.37% for July. Lard 
closed 50 lower at $6.92% seller June and $6.95@ 
6.97% for July. Short ribs closed at $6.25 for July. 
Spring wheat closed le lower, at $1.18\% for 
May and $1.13 for June. Corn closed easier at 
Ne for May and 36Xc for June. . Oats closed 
stronger for May at 30% @3ic, and steady at 00 
seller June. Rye was firm at 80c cash. Barley 
was higher, regular extra 8 closing at 61668020. 
Hogs closed weak at $4.256@4.50 for light and at 
$4.25@4.00 for heavy. Cattle were firmer, with 
sales at $2.25@5.00. : 

Only a moderate degree of activity was de- 
veloped in the market for staple and fancy dry- 
goods. A fair mail-order business was accom- 
plished, but personal selections were few. Boots 
and shoes were quiet and nominally steady. 
Millinery andstraw goods were in continued 
good request. No changes were apparent in the 
pig-iron market. Buyers seem as loth as ever 
to place their orders, the opinion prevailing that 
still lower prices are to rule. Nos. 1 and 2 
Lake Superior were freely offered at 600.00 
£2.00 and Scotch as freely at $30.00@33.00. 
The demand for leather, bagging, and coal was 
light, prices ranging as before. There was a 
fair demand for dried fruits, fish, and canned 
goods at steady prices. Dealers in butter report 
a moderate demand and a steady market for 
good to choice grades. Cheese continues to 
show a downward tendency. Oils were un- 
changed. 


Lumber was moderately active. At tne yards 
prices were irregular. Cargoes were sold at 
previous figures, and few were left over. Nails 
were marked down to $3.50 rates, the Pittsburg 
rate now being $3.25. Dealers look for a little 
better trade at these figures, and think the 
changes will be less frequent hereafter. Sheet 
iron was also reduced in price. Other 
articles included in the list of hard- 
ware were steady. Hay was unchanged. 
The seed market was quiet, except Hungarian, 
which was more active,and new timothy sold 
for the first time for future delivery. Broom- 
corn and salt were steady. Hides were quoted 
firm, especially light weights, which continue 
scarce.

Many of them hold on 
till the last moment, and fill in at the top, while 
occasionally they make their point by seeing the 
other side beaten. The mischief in ail these 
cases arises out of ignorance as to how much is 
done by other people. Short selling is a risky 
business when abundant capita! is concentrated 
on the other side of the deal. The latter may 
not always gain, but generally succeeds in mak- 
ing the other side lose.
